DESERET STATE FAIR. 


Tue fourth annual exbibition in connection 
with the Deseret Agricultural and Manufacturing 
Society was held in the Social Hall, in this city, 
on Monday, Tueeday,and Wednesday last. The 
event was hailed by the citizens as a season of 
pleasure and relaxation, and great interest was 
Manifested. 

The competition, in many respects, was not so 
spirited as heretofore, and the specimens in 
various departments of manufacture not so nu- 
merous; yet the articles exhibited were generally 
of a high order, and equal in work and finish to 
those of previous years. The fruit, flower and 
vegetable show was better and more extensive 
than hitherto, and the articles generally of su- 
perior quality and size. The entries of stock 
were meagre, and could have been bettered. On 
the whole, the exhibition was very creditable. 
Several visitors from the States expressed them- 
selves highly gratified, and declared that the 
exhibition surpassed those they hed seen in the 
east. 

Taking our climate and short seasons into con- 
sideration, the products of the Territory can 
compete with any State in the Union, not ex- 
cepting California, though much labor and at- 
tention is required. 

Apples, peaches, spricots, pears, plums, wal- 
nuts, grapes, were in great variety. The grapes 
by Ex-Governor Young and Mr. W C. Staines 
were large, plump and excellent in taste. A. 
Carrington, as ever, obtained the prize for his 
large and delicious peaches. Mr. Woodruff's 
variety of apples were magnificent, and were 
equalled by H. C. Kimball’s choicest, Mr. Jon. 
Pugmire, jan.’s fine seedlings, and Mr. J. Nebe- 
ker’s favorites. Mr. 8. W. Richards gave a 
sample of excellent pears. Green gage plums 
raised by Mr. W. C. Staines were a wonder, and 
other specimens by Mr. John Taylor, with twin 
plumes from Provo, made many a mouth weter.

A VINDICATION OF CHARACTER. 


| G.8. L. Crry, Oct. 3, 1859. 
Mesens. Eprrors or tHe Mountalw een: 


Having assured myself of your independence 
and your readiness to open your columus to all 
who seek justice, and who wish to right them- 
selves in the public estimation, when their char- 
acter has been unjustly assailed, I take the 
liberty of soliciting the insertiou, of the following 
statement in your paper. 

I have faithfully served the U. S. ten years as 
a soldier, during which time I mounted but one 
guard as a private sentinel, and was consequently 
nearly the whele time a non-commissioned offi- 
cer, and serving in offices of trust, such as 
quartermaster and commissary sergeant. Such 
being the case, any person at all acquainted with 
military affairs will readily understand that my 
conduct must have been characterized by hon- 
esty and sobriety, or I should not have been, in 
the first place, allowed to continue so long « 
non-commissioned officer, nor in the next have 
been chosen to fill those offices cf trust, when 
there were so mapy others as capable as my- 
self, if net more so. 

In proof of thie I would add that such wes 

Col. Howe's estimation of my character, that 
about twelve months since he strongly recom- 
mended me for a commission—a thing he would 
not have dared to.do unless my character was 
above reproach. Yet notwithstanding the above 
facts, he refused me a furlough, a privilege 
generally granted by commanding officers to men 
who have not served half the time I had, and 
who, while they did serve, were not entitled by 
their conduct to rise above the level of private 
soldiers. Nemerous cases of this kind have oc- 
curred within the lest few montbe in the pre- 
sent command,and it was not uvti] I had to 
resign the position (quarter-master sergean!) to 
which my long and faithful services and ability 
entitled me, and which I had beld for a consider- 
able (ime previous, that he granted me the boon, 
thereby causing me a considerable loss in money, 
and an injury in the event of my again entering 
the service. 
enclosed affilavit will shew the motives 
which actuated this officer, and the ungentleman- 
ly line of conduct which he has thought proper 
to pursue in the matter, as well as the unfound- 
ed falsehood, which he bas circulated with ree- 
pect to my character. In concluding this state- 
ment, I would say that as men and soldiers and 
faithful servants of the government, I consider 
myeeif the superior of Col. Howe, in support of 
which etatement I would call attention to hie 
cowardly conduct at Lockico, on the Sioux expe- 
dition, for which I believe he was tried and sen- 
tenced by a court-martial, and the numerous 
other occasions on which he was brought to 
justice for embezzlement, d&c. 

I think my condact in my sphere will bear « 
favorable comparison. 

In taking leave of the 2d regiment of U. 8. 
Dragoons, [ take the opportunity now offered to 
bear testimony to the high character of its officers 
as gentiomen and geliant soldiere (with the one 
exception), and assure them, one and all, that | 
carry with me isto civil life the highest esteem 
for their characters. To the enlisted men | 
would say, be as brave and indefatigable as you 
have ever been in the discharge of your arduous 
duties, and you will not only gain the approval 
of your country, but continue the terror of ite 
foes.

The Carson Valley: “Enterprise” 
speaks of much noe among the 
emigrants; broken down Pike’s Peakers 
and Government teamsters being the 
most destitute. Stock was dying fast.

“What your instructions from the 
Government may be, it is not for us to 
know, but we feel assured that with or 
without instructions, and by an inherent 
ae inseparable from you as @ Military 

mander, you can extend to us the 
protection for which we ask. We believe 
that bands of murderers and assassins, 
organized, controlled and directed by the 
Mormon leaders, are kept ready and in 
waiting to take our lives whenever the 
shall see fit to do so. _We are not afraid,

InpIAN AFFAIRS NortH.—The Red 
Bluff “Beacon,” speaking of the late 
achievements of Captain Brecken- 
ridge’s company in Tulare county, says: 

“The company only consisted of about 
nine, but during their short campaign 
they killed twenty-nine Indians and 
wounded about twenty more, a great 
many of them severly. Among the 
killed and wounded there were only 
three or four women and children, and 
they would have been spared could the 
men have killed the bucks without 
hurting them. They also took thirteen 
women and children to the reservation. 

John Breckenridge, in a card in the 
Red Bluff “Beacon,” under date of 
September 8d, makes the following 
statement: 

*““While myself and three other men 
where in charge of ten Indian prisoners 
on Butte creek, that had been cap- 
tured by General Kibbe’s command— 
one Cain, a miner, came to them and 
claimed a squaw, one’of the prisoners 
—and undertook to take her away, 
when he was prevented from doing so 
by my men and myself. Said Cain 
then went down the creek, and in about 
two hours returned with a mob of forty- 
five men and Deputy Sheriff Cheese- 
man, and took H. 8. Sadorus, G. M. 
Stratton and M. Amesby and myself 
prisoners and released all the Indians. 
Said Cain took the squaw he claimed, 
on the 27th of August, to Dogtown, 
and was there married to her while her 
“buck” was still alive, although shot. 
I am of the opinion that the only mo- 
tive the mob had was to secure the 
squaws and keep them on the creek.”
